AN EASTER MESSAGE 

Easter and the coming of Spring! Surely a symbolic 
coincidence. As today we look forward to the arrival of 
Spring as an agent of delivery from the barrenness and 
drabness of the preceding winter months, so in the olden 
days the Apostles and beloved followers of Christ awaited 
His Resurrection as their deliverance from the gloom 
into which His death had thrown them, their proof that 
He is the God-Man. 

The Resurrection of Christ is the principal feast of 
the ecclesiastical year. All movable feasts depend upon 
the Easter date. Pope Leo I emphasizes its greatness by 
saying that “Christmas is celebrated only as a prepara- 
tion for Easter.” Commemorating the slaying of the 
Lamb of God and His Resurrection, the corner-stone upon 
which our faith is built, it is also the oldest feast of the 
Christian church, as old as Christianity, forming a basic 
connecting link between the Old and New Testaments. 

All of the peculiar customs now associated with the 
celebration of Easter at one time had a religious origin. 
Our most common emblem of this feast, Easter eggs, 
were an outgrowth of the old custom of bringing Easter 
eggs, colored red to symbolize Easter joy, to the break- 
fast table; they were considered a treat because their 
use had been prohibited during Lent. As a messenger for 
the bringing of this Easter gift the rabbit, beloved by 
children, was chosen. The wide use of these customs 
today is due to commercialism; unfortunately they have 
been almost too much emphasized and as a result we 
often find Easter anticipated for its material rather 
than for its spiritual gifts. 

The customs, however, are of slight consideration 
and pale in the beauty and majesty of the Easter-tide 
Forty days of penance and a special week are set 
aside for solemn rituals to prepare the Catholic for this 
day of days. St. Chrysostom says that the week pre- 
ceding Easter is called the Great or Holy Week not be- 
cause of the number of days or their length, “but on 
account of the great things which God hath wrought in 
it; for on these days was the tyranny of the devil over- 
thrown, death disarmed, sin and its curse taken away, 
heaven opened and made accessible, and men made 
fellows with the angels.” 

The chief object of the Church during this week 
is of course to celebrate the memory of the Passion of 
our Redeemer; every part of the sacred liturgy of the 
Church is directed to this end; the Church offices, more 
solemn and numerous than in any other week in the 
year, are especially adapted to excite in the hearts of the 
faithful those various sentiments of love, gratitude and 
compassion for the sufferings of Our Lord that Catho- 
lics should cherish in these times. 

Holy Week and Easter should be dear to the heart 
of each of us. It is our promise of salvation and our 
assurance of entrance into Heaven after a good life. 
Any extra devotions carried on during these days will 
return multiplied on Easter morning to the zealous 
Catholic, for while he unites his voice in a song of praise 
with his fellow-worshipers, he will also penetrate the 
sense of the divine office and sanction by the fervor of 
his heart what he pronounces with his tongue. 



SPRING WARNING 

A few of the teasing spring days that have crept 
into the February calendar have come perilously close 
to infecting the student body with a pre-season attack 



of spring fever. We know that it is inevitable later but 
there is no reason for succumbing while common sense 
warns that winter will linger weeks before going into 
permanent retirement. All good resolutions made by 
the majority of earnest workers, that this year they’ll 
not let Spring’s gentle spell bewitch them, have been dis- 
carded almost before trial because of the memory of 
periodic experience, that when once fallen a victim to 
ts contagion, they are useless for active work over a 
period of three months. 

There’s something in the air during the first warm 
days of the year that inspires idle dreams of the great 
out-of-doors while a helpless lethargy paralyses hands 
that should be doing something and feet that should be 
going somewhere.

REVIVAL

The popu- 
larity of the open discussions idea as evidenced at the 
March assembly argues well for a continuation of 
that policy and a generally renewed student government 
interest. 



CHARACTER 

In the March issue of this month’s American 
magazine there is a very commendable article by the 
nresent-day biographer, Emil Ludwig. The essay is en- 
titled “Character” and should be read by every student 
who is preparing herself to go into the professional or 
business world. 

Mr. Ludwig writes, “Every one of us, of course, has 
some sort of character; and every character is different 
from all others, just as every face is different from 
all others.” 

Mr. Ludwig’s belief is that this inner guiding force 
called character is partly inborn and the rest is acquired 
through education, environment and experience. There- 
fore, character in general today inav be different from 
the same class of character fifty years hence. A new 
era with different surroundings and personalities can- 
not help but affect the person who comes under that 
influence. 

We should infer from this that we who have the 
opportunity of an education in contacts with religious 
teachers and students with high ideals should try to 
benefit by these factors that influence character. 

No matter how much character a person may have 
it is worthless unless she is able to live up to it in the 
face of difficulties. The true test of character is to 
attain to personal aims and ideals despite all obstacles. 



SUCCESS VIA FAIR PLAY 

If a bird’s-eye-view be taken through the key hole 
of the door behind which is now locked the 1933-34 cage 
records, it may be seen just how basketball-minded Kan- 
sas City was during this season. Furthermore it was 
in the girls’ game that increased interest and enthusiasm 
were shown. 

Through the Women’s Recreational Association, a 
newly organized group, four major leagues were formed. 
Besides the teams thus represented a number of others 
were in existence, bringing the total number of players 
to four hundred and sixty, a record never previously 
attained. 

This year was an eventful one not only for the 
city in general but also for St. Teresa, since this was 
the first time that the college department has had a 
basketball team with a view of outside competition. In 
spite of just becoming organized this winter and not 
playing the initial game until after the first of the 
year the S. T. A. C. stood up admirably under a heavy 
and strenuous schedule. A record handicap to which 
the players were subjected was the fact that they were 
the only student members cf the league and they refused 
to allow this athletic diversion to make any difference 
in their scholastic attainments. 

Their record includes the Parochial League cham- 
pionship as well as second place in the W. R. A. tourna- 
ment. It might appear that these accomplishments alone 
would tend to make the season a success but there is 
another even more important factor that makes every 
game worthwhile to them, whether the final score spells 
victory or defeat. It is the fact that they have proved 
themselves clean players and good sports to such an 
extent that their fair play has been lauded by many, in- 
cluding members of opposing teams. 

The Club’s score book contains statistics of which 
both the players and the college they represent may be 
justly proud. Their l’ccord both as winners and as 
runners-up includes 19 games in which only two teams 
defeated them and two tied, the remaining contests being 
victories for the S. T. A. C. And now what appears to 
be an appropriate climax to a successful season comes 
in the form of an invitation to compete in the National 
A. A. U. Girls’ Basketball Tournament which is to be 
held in Wichita the week of March 25.

“SAND DOLLARS” 
Katherine Ball Ripley 
(Harcourt, Brace and Co. New York. 

1933. $2.00) 

Those who have read “Sand in My 
Shoes” will receive Mrs. Ripley’s new 
book, “Sand Dollars,” with zest; 
those who have never before read any 
of her works have unknown pleasures 
in store for them. 

Since it has the depression as a 
background this book may be accept- 
ed more favorably by some a few 
years from now. At this time, with 
prosperity still around that proverb- 
ial corner, no one is any too anxious 
to read a detailed account of the last 
four years. 

If, however, you would like to 
acquire some slight but accurate 
knowledge of the fluctuating of the 
stock market and its effect on just 
ordinary people, there is no better 
way of doing so than by reading this 
intelligent account told in story form. 

We first meet Mr. and Mrs. Ripley 
on a desolate peach farm in South 
Carolina. We follow them and their 
son, Warren from Georgia to Ver- 
mont, finding them now rich, now 
poor, now just comfortably well-off. 
We are elated when Clem sells his 
first story, dejected when the Rip- 
ley’s stock falls, causing them to lose 
forty-thousand dollars, and filled with 
laughter over their adventures in 
Charlestown. 

After three years of this strenuous 
life we are just about to leave Rip- 
leys to the hand of fate when some 
kind editor buys Clem’s story. Now 
we must wait to help them decide 
what to do with this unexpected, 
long-needed wealth. They might go 
to Europe, China or South America; 
they might buy a new dining room 
set or build a lai’ger home; they might 
deposit the money in the bank or buy 
government bonds with it but some- 
how we know they won’t do any of 
these things. 

We are not at nil surprised at the 
decision of Clem and Katharine Rip- 
ley, a decision characteristic of 
Americans, and so we leave them — 
playing the market.

“DE WITT CLINTON” 
Dorothie Bobbe 

(Minton, Balch and Co. New York. 
1933. $3.50) 

No life of DeWitt Clinton has here- 
tofore been produced that covers all 
classes of available material, that 
takes in all of the phases of this 
versatile man’s life. In his previous 
biographies the occasions of his life 
which are mentioned are largely 
selections that appealed to the author. 
Professor James Renwick in his bi- 
ography of his friend confined him- 
self largely to the educational side of 
his character. Dr. David Hosaek, 
another biographer of Clinton, limited 
himself to the scientific attainments 
of his friend, devoting more than half 
of a book to the Erie Canal project. 

According to Miss Bobbe the pur- 
pose of her biography is “to give a 
view of the entire career of DeWitt 
Clinton, in all its aspects, public and 
private.” And that is just what she 
has done. 

The eighteen distinct periods of 
Clinton’s life have each been subjected 
to much study and analysis by Miss 
Bobbe. In an entirely unbiased man- 
ner she lays open to the reader both 
the good and bad points of this 
scholarly legislator and inventor; the 
opinions of his enemies and friends 
alike are treated from the same im- 
passionate viewpoint. We see Clinton 
in one great enterprise after another, 
succeeding in some, failing in others, 
hut always carrying out that one 
ideal — everything for his country. 

The author has succeeded in her at- 
tempt to comment from every angle 
on Clinton’s successes and achieve- 
ments, his hardships, his gratifica- 
tions and disappointments. It would 
not be time wasted to read this bi- 
ography of DeWitt Clinton which is 
dedicated to President Roosevelt as 
a story of “another distinguished son 
of New York.”
